INTERVIT) | (TH MRS CHON TU-HWAN 


Seoul YOSONG CHUNGANG in Korean Sep 80 pp 102-109 


[interview with Mre Chon Tu-hwan by Cho Chang-huf, Editor in Chief of 
YOSONG CHUNGANG and pictures by Yi Hae-pom) 


{|Text) It ie a bright day after a long and tedious rainy season. With 
Chairman Chon Tu-hwar of Standing Committee of the National Security Council 
having rushed out to the area swept by flash flood and give comfort to the 
fieod victims, Madame Yi Sun-cha, 43, wife of the chairman, is home alone at 
Yonhui-tong, Sodaemun-ku, Seoul, on this day. 


Our Family's Speciaity Is Also Soybean Paste Soup 


Our visit is by appointment but Madame Yi receives us, wearing an ordinary 
dress as if she just came out of the kitchen, taking off her apron. 


Madame Yi: "Welcome. This room is kind of odd looking, don't you think?” 


The reception room into which we are ushered, now that she mentions it, looks 
more iike a garage or basement. 


Cho: “The houses in the neighborhood are e211] western-style two-story houses 
but only this one is a single-etory house and looks as if it is sitting low 


among then.” 


Madame Yi: “Yes, that is because ours is the firet and oldest house in 
Yonhui-ton,. We built this house 12 years ago, that is, before the road 
commecting Tonggyo-tong and Hongun-tong intersected the area. At that time, 
the area was covered with thorny bushes. When I selected this site, ay 
husband was against it. I suppose he thought the area was too wild and 
desolate. But I stuck to my decision. First of all, the land was cheap, 
only 9,000 won per p'yong or 1.1 million won for the lot. We could call it 
ancient times. 


"When we built this house, the children were so young and there was not an 
vureent seed for « big house, but, above all, we did not have the money. 

So we built a single-story house with what little money we had available, 
but in no time the children grew up and we were short of rooms. 

















"At first, we thought we would add another story, but we heard it would 
Violate the building code. So, in desperation we remodeled the basement 
and garage into thie reception room, a kitchen and a dining room. The 
ceiling ie pretty iow and I am not quite eure about the appearance but 
nes it is very functional ae it is cool in the summer and warm in the 
— nter,. 


“And we planted a few trees, ourselves, although not quite of the high-class 
garden variety, and put the yard in turf, I don't know whether it is because 
we have put in eo much effort, but we have come to love this place, so much 
eo we do not like to give it up now. Some people advise us to move to the 
big offictal residence but I prefer thie place. This place has sure changed 
from what it used to be when we first built the house. The house has also 
appreciated « let. Se, as far as this house is concerned, | am the one who 
taiks, not my husband, I guess I have bragged about this house too long. 

| am sorry.” 


Just ae all the other city people have to go threugh a lot before owning a 
home of their own, so has Madame Yi. Thus, she opened up with what she 
had to go through and the joy of owning a home of her own. 


Cho: “Could you tell us what you do these days?” 


Madame Yi: “The same things other housewives do. First, I do things necessary 
to send the children off to echool in the morning and a few other things 
necessary to look after the health of my husband, who is suffering with 

hard work. And in connection with ay husband's work and because these are 
turbulent times, I am trying to find owt what the people in every walk of life 
have to say, especially about what is ailing them, and convey it to my 
husband. 


Cho: “Could you tell us about your family?” 


Madame Yi: “Yes, my mot..ct-in-law and father-in-law have passed away. My 
own mother and father are still alive. My husband is the fourth of six 
children, We have four children, the oldest a second-year university student 
and the youngest a third-year public primary school student. Are four 
children too many?" (Laughter) 


Only the youngest of the children, a third-year public primary school student, 
is nome as his school is on vacation. The three others are absent from home, 
studying at school or library, and it is very quiet. 


Cho: “Ae the wife of a public official on whose shoulders rest heavy 
responsibilities, what are the things you are particiularly concerned about 
your husband?" 





Madame Yi: “His health is the biggest thing I am concerned about. It would 
not do to let him be concerned about family affairs when he is attending 

to so many things outside, would it? So I aiways worry about not neglecting 
anything in running housekeeping clean and bright. I am doing my utmost so 
that he can devote his all to his public duties without worrying about family 
affaires in any way whatsoever." 











She believes that housekeeping is the responsibility of the housewife alone, 
In view of the contemporary trend in which many are supposed to share even 
kitchen chores with their husbands, is conservative? 


Cho: “What is Chairman Chon's favorite food?" 


Madame Yi: “It is soybean paste soup. But he is not particular about food. 
And he eats hie food heartily. If it so happens that he has to eat all by 
himeelf at home, he says the food tastes so good and tells everyone to taste 
it, The wev he does it, it makes your mouth water and whet your appetite 
when there was no appetite." 


Cho: “De you do marketing by yourself for the ingredients of your meals?" 


Ma‘ame Yi: “I used to do marketing by ayself every day but lately, very 
of.en I do not go to the market every day. Still, on special occasions 

such as when we have guests, I do the shopping myself. Now I go to a nearby 
market once every 2 or 3 days, and sometimes all the way to the fish market 
or the Central Market. Once you get there, you can buy things cheaper. 
Fresh fish and nice colored radishes, too..." 


Cho: “Do you have special dishes for the health of your family?" 


Madame Yi: "We do not have any special dishes. Since he does not like a 
large number of side dishes, I concentrate on the main dish. Also, the 
children took after their Daddy in their eating habit and eat everything 
well. So what little cooking skill I had seems to shrink. If there is a 
special ingredient in our menu, I would call it “care.” A lot of care 
should go into cooking, wouldn't you say? Like paying particular attention 
to suit the individual's taste, you know.” 





Cho: "You mentioned that you have four children. Do you make any snacks 
for them yourself?” 


Madame Yi: "I tend to make special dishes once in a while, rather than 
just enacks. My feeling about the snack is that it would be better to 
avoid it as much as possible. If they have a snack, they naturally lose 
appetite for the regular meal. Above all else, they should have three 
regular meals a day, to absorb the necessary nutrition to maintain their 
health. So, for our children, 1 give priority to three substantial meals, 
and for a enack, if there should be one, they would have something like 
fruits and soft drinks.” 


Cho: “You just mentioned special dishes. Then, if there is a special family 
recipe that you treasure alone, what kind is it?” 


Madame Yi: “Actually, there is not any special dish that nobody else does 
or anything like that. My husband and the children are ali alike in having 
sinple taste for food, eo much so that, as I said, my cooking skil) is 
diminishing. Also, in the case of our family, ay husband had to be away

from the tamily quite «ften when he served at the front. Se very often 

| could not cook for him, On those occasions I would wonder if other 

people could cook exactly as I did, even if they were to prepare my husband's 
favorite dishes, Waving fretted over these things, I have become something 
of as expert in the area, Ae | mentioned, even for an ordinary bowl of 
soybean paste soup there is 4 way to turn it into something apecial. The 
poine | thought owt is, make it possible to prepare a bowl of soybean pasate 
soup 46 tasty every time, wioever prepares it.” 


Che: “Then your family's speciality te also soybean paste soup. If #0, could 
you reveal the method of preparing it?” 


Madame Yi: "Yes, soybean paste soup is about all the specialty dish of our 
family's. My husband prefers light stuff to the greasy. Se..." 


To briefly introduce che method of preparing specialty soybean paste soup, 
ae revealed by Medame Yi: 


1. Firet, lightly fry sliced pieces of lean meat in oil; 


4. Blend it with soybean paste and thick soybean paste mixed with red 
peppers ard fry them again and then add a variety of condiments (the admixture 
itself can be used in preparing lettuce-wrapped rice); 


3. Prepare the broth beforenand in an open pot with parched small sardines 
and vegetables in it, bringing the broth to a boil (this broth also can be 
used in preparing other dishes); 


4. Dissolve an appropriate amount of the fried admixture (2) in the broth (3); 


5. Bring the aixed broth to a boil with bean curd and one or two di‘ ferent 
kinds of vegetables added; and 


6. Ae the broth comes to 4 boil, add some chopped green pepper. 


But there is another secret and that is: the ratio of the fried admixture 
to the broth, for example, for so many servings, so many spoonfiis of the 
friend admixture to so many cups of broth. Then there is the curation of 
the boiling time. Awe reheating renders the soup less tasty, 4 speciai 
ceramic pot is used to prepare the soup enough to serve the family for one 
meal. So reveals Madame Yi. 


Madame Yi says that when Chairman Chon was serving or the front line, she used 
te personally prepare all the ingredients of soybean paste soup, take them to 
the front line, teach the field cooks what amounts of the admixture to use 
and how long to boil ther so that soybean paste soup as tasty as her own home 
cooking could be served to the chairman. 


Next, as the topic moves on to her romance leading up to her marriage, she 
blushes like a girl.

Cho: “You are a woman of considerable beauty. Could you tell we how you 
met and married?" 


Madame Yi; “Il am afraid my husband might bawl me out for revealing such secret. 
(Laughter) It wae while we were evacuated to Chinhae during the war tha® we 
met for the firet time, At the time, my own father was chief of staff at 

the military academy. He was 4 second-year student at the academy and I a 
second-year middie school student. At the time, cadets would routinely come 
to vieit my father frequently, on official business. And he was one of those 
cadets. That is how we met. Of course, the thought of marriage was farthest 
from either of wa, At the time, I used to call him “uncle” (laughter) when he 
came to visit my father. It seem that my mother also had an eye on hin. 

When he came to our house, he used to say he was hungry and eat heartily. He 
was #0 gentle and engaging. Naturally, he became very friendly with my family. 


"It was when he was a third-year cadet and I a third-year middle school student 
that the academy moved to the present location at T'aenung. So, my family 
moved to Seoul on the same train with the cadets. I guess it was from that time 
on we became close. But nothing happened and on graduation he was ordered to 
the front line as 4 platoon leader. 


"He vas the captain of the soccer team at the academy. I guess he was too 
busy with the soccer team and his studies to have girlfriends. They say if 
a cadet does not have a girlfriend before graduation, he will marry late. 
It should be so, because once he begins his duty as a platoon leader on the 
front line, he lives in the mountains, has no time and cannot weet people. 


"I think it was about 2 years after he left for his frontline duty as a platoon 
leader, as | remember | was a third-year high school student, that he came to 
visit ue on furlough. I guess he gust have felt quite different when he sav 
me, now 4 young woman. It would seem that he, still a bachelor, felt he did 
mot have to look far. (laughter) He asked me ‘Can I wait for you until you 
graduate?" i was still a bit of an innocent girl, eo I was a little perturbed. 
Then he said he was worried lest his wotive should be misunderstood as if a 
etudent boarder was stealing a0 innocent daughter <‘ the landlord. Anyway. 

as I had felt close to him, I thought I gust not let that kind of misunder- 
standing happen with m family. 


"Tine passed and now that I was a university student, I felt freer to a 
certain extent from the constraints that come with wearing school uniforms, 
and my love was growing. As it happened, my family approved our relationship 
and gave us blessings. 


"Unfortunately, when I was a first-year university student, I came down with 
appendicitis during the summer vacation and I had to undergo an operation. 

At that time, with ay gsother, he looked after me day and night for several 
days. Then, nothing was heard from him until one day when a letter came from 
him. In it he said he did not want to see me anymore. It was so sudden and 
moreover, | could not understand why he did not want to see me. it was 60 
frustrating ae | tried in vain to locate him, inetituting inquiries at this or 
that unit, if only to find out hie reasons why. When I finally found our 
where he was, he would not see ae, 
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"i found out some time later why he did what he did, It seems while I was 

in the hospital, he went to see his friends here and there to borrow money 

to buy me something, say a bottle of juice, but all in vain. He must have 
been miserable ae he thought how could he give happiness to the girl he loved 
after marriage whe. he could not buy a bottle of juice for her now; if so, 
better leave her now even if it hurt, It was at a time when the military 
per was so out of step with reality that it was very difficult to make a 
iving. 


"When I found thie out, I felt this way. Everyone was poor at the time, not 
he alone, If it was only the matter of being poor, I felt I could share it 
with him, But he stuck to his gun, saying that being poor is something one 
cannot understand unless one has experienced it. 


"The more he held fast to hie sense of responsibility and honesty, the nobler 
he looked to me, and I felt he was someone with whom | could share the rest 
of my life. But he would not listen and I felt I was withering in the con- 
flict. I thought this would not do and the only thing to do was to get 
engaged if only for stabilizing the state of his mind. About that time ie 
was echeduled to leave for the United States to study at a military instite- 
tion, but even this seemed to be his trying to get away from the entanglement 
with me, 


"Subsequently, I somehow managed to bring it off to set a date for our 
engagement but i felt I must marry him to make him more stable. That was 
when | was about to finish my firet year as a medical student. I was not 
afraid at all, doing what I was doing with all my heart. When the engage- 
ment day was one week away, I consulted ay mother and unilaterally informed 
the other side of our intention to hold a wedeing ceremony, and we went down 
to Taegu, his native place. Frankly, I was a little worried, for what would 
1 do if the bridegroom did not appear? But he did." (Laughter) 


Cho: "A true love indeed. The wedding ceremony must have been dramatic. 
Now, could you tell us what were good things and difficult things as you 
remember then?” 


Madame Yi: “It was not so much difficult things as hardship cases as | 
remember them. Immediately after the wedding ceremony I volunteered to live 
with his family in the country. The idea was to show him ay preparedness, 
my determination so that he would be at ease without worrying himself. But 
the fact is, I, a city girl, had not done anything worthwhile in the way of 
housekeeping. In the cold winter I had to cook rice, burning rice stalks in - 
the fireplace, stalks that would not burn easily, and do washing outside 
drawing water from a well. My soft hands chafed and bled. But now, it is 
a fond memory. By the time we were living in Seoul, his meager salary 
would not stretch tar enough. So I got a beautician's license after study- 
ing one year at a beauty school and opened a Seauty salon. Running the 
business, I used to return home late. It hurt me to see him worried on ay 
account, every time I came home late. So I gave up the beauty shop, but I 
quietly attended a knitting school, this time without letting him know. I 
used to do my knitting work after he left home in the morning. This, too, 
seems like a fond memory nov." 
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Cho: "So everything is a fond memory now. You have so far talked about 
sufferings, which when they are over, turned into fond memories. Now, 
there must have been really happy fond memories. Could you tell us about 
them? 


Madame Yi: “One was his discovery of a third tunnel of the northern puppets 
at the time when he was a division commander, a position called the flower of 
a military man. We were really so happy to have found it. It was a day of 
glory for us when he was conferred the 16 May national prize for the 
discovery." 


Cho: "Is there, by any chance, anything you are not quite happy about your 
husband in any way?" 


Madame Yi: "Well, I might say, he is too strict and thoroughgoing with 
himself. That is my complaint. There are always things I mean to do but 
before I know it, he does them himself. So I end up being the second and I 
wish he would give me an opportunity to be the first." (Laughter) 


Cho: “Are all of your four children attending school?" 


Madame Yi: "Yes. The first child, a boy, is a second-year university student; 
the second child, a girl, a third-year high school student, the third, a boy, 
a first-year high school student, and the youngest, a boy, a third-year 
primary school student.” 


Cho: "What is your main emphasis on the children's education?" 


Madame Yi: "I would not exactly cali it an educational goal but what we 
teach them is, do your utmost without excuse, whatever the circumstances. 
On my part, I do strive to make them hold an image of their mother who is 
always the first to set examples." 


Cho: “Recently, extracurricular studies are becoming a big social issue. 
By any chance have you ever had your children do extracurricular studies?" 


Madame Yi: "To be quite frank, yes, we have our children do extracurricular 
studies. (Laughter) What is called extracurricular studies might be said to 
be mass oppression. Because so many others do them, it might be called an 
irresistible muddy stream, and you might say I was also swept into the muddy 
stream." 


Cho: “Some time ago a public hearing was heid on this issue. Could you 
tell us your opinion about this issue of °x curricular studies?" 


Madame Yi: "This is what I deeply fel. arent who has had her children 
do extracurricular studies: The arch-vi 1 that has destroyed universal 
education is none other than extracurriculs. studies. Inasmuch as they will 
not go away just because a few people give them up, I believe that there 
necessarily have to be principled, structured countermeasures." 
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Cho: "Could it be that this question of overheated extracurricular studies 
is related in some way to the current education system? I wonder if you have 
ever thought about the questionable points of the education system and ite 
points that should be improved. If so, could you tell us what they are?" 


Madame Yi: "It is my thinking that a tendency of distrust in school is 
prevalent. My view is that the current education system has overemphasized 
knowledge to such an extent that there have emerged grave deficiencies in 

the educational dimensions of emotion and humanity. So I believe that it 

is essential to build a society where normal will be normal and people living 
in a correct way will be shining, a society where such will prevail not only 
in education but in all other sectors as well, don't you? In our society 

as it stands now, | sometimes find myself horrified lest the process of 
education should cause human destruction." 


Cho: “Could you tell us about your expectations of your children?” 


Madame Yi: "I do not have any such expectation that they must become a 
doctor or a lawyer. My only wish is that whatever they may become eventually, 
they become human beings with a healthy body and mind who talk squarely 

and know to cooperate with the people around them." 


Cho: “Could you tell us your opinion about your children's marriages?" 


Madame Yi: "First, I would like to respect the opinions of the parties con- 
cerned. I would like to help them develop and enter into a relationship 
that can receive the blessings of all the people around them. I am always 
consciously trying to take advantage of natural opportunities to give them 
such aid and help them nurture an eye capable of choosing their partners." 


Cho: "We understand that you are deeply interested in the life of the common 
people. Could you tell us how you view it?” 


Madame Yi: "I still hold the view that the people around us, our re) «tives, 
our brothers and sisters, are all common people and that we are also a part 
of the common people. I know everyone is going through hardships in this day 
and age of inflation." 


Cho: “If so, what do you think the authorities must consider first, in order 
to improve the living conditions of the common people?" 


Madame Yi: "I believe that more consideration must be directed, above all, to 
stabilizing the prices of daily necessities first, toward the stabilization 
of livelihood, and next, epochal measures must be taken to solve the housing 
problems in order to stabilize the life of the people.” 


Cho: “It would eppear that it is the housewives who should be running house- 
keeping. What role do you think the housewives should play these days?” 
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Madame Yi: "When we talk about housewives of the common people, think about 
my mother-in-law, In spite of the difficulty in doing the housekeeping, she 
was the mother who had brought up her six children as human beings with pride, 
as human beings without wrinkles walking squarely. Even as she was very 
strict with the observances of the time-honored etiquette, such as the probity 
of serving food, however insignificant, on a platter, she saw to it that a warm 
atmosphere always prevailed in the family. And even when giving away old 
clothes, she would wash them first, mend them where needed, starch and iron 
them and then hand the over, properly wrapped. I think this is in the best 
tradition of so many Korean mothers, don't you? Even though she is no longer 
with us, i am still learning from her." 


Cho: “Then, where do you think the beauty of a woman lies?" 


Madame Yi: “To be sure, the good looks one is born with, what is worked at, 
is all beautiful, but when 1 see women devoting their all to what they are 
doing, they are so beautiful that I, as a woman myself, cannot help being 
charmed by them." 


Cho: “It is said that most women are sensitive to what is fashionable. What 


do you think of the way the modern-day women of Korea dress and comport 
themselves?" 


Madame Yi: "It would seem that some time ago it was thought to be fashionable 
to wear expensive things so much so it made people feel uncomfortable to look 
at. But as far as I can see, women nowadays seem to have a developed sense 

of panache, harmonizing their clothes with their individualities. 


"In a way I envy them as they cow a fleir of panache even as they wear simple 
clothes which are not particularly expensive-looking." 


Cho: "What de you think the most desirable ‘image of the Korean woman' 
should be these days?” 


Madame Yi: "I believe she is a woman who knows her limitations, knows to be 
content, knows to be grateful, and can become the center of peace at home.” 


Cho: “What is your hobby?” 


Madame Yi: "It is a group hobby of my family rather than my personal hobby. 
It is tennis. We wanted some kind of group sports including my husband, 
and that is tennis. With the children, we often sweat it out in doubles." 


Cho: “How do you organize your teams? Which team is winning?" 


Madame Yi: "My husband and I make a team, and the children their teams. At 
first my team used to win every time. But not so any more. The children 
have developed their skills so fast that my team can no longer win unless 

we compromise sportsmanship or resort to some underhanded play.” 
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Cho: “Among the books you nave read recently, which book has impressed you 
most?" 


Mac 2 Yi: "It is a translated novel, "Barren Land." I was touched by what 
migut be described as a victory of human will. Speaking of books, our eldest 
son presents a book to his father and ae on our birthdays. Whatever book 
impresses |,im most, he also recommends it to his father and me." 


Cho: “What kind of television or radio programs do you enjoy?" 


Madame Yi: ‘It is programs which the whole family can enjoy. In particular, 
as my husband likes sports programs, naturally we get to see a lot of them, 
And out of consideration for the children at study, we do not turn on programs 
as much as we wish. But what I would like to see is that the broadcasting 
stations would produce a little more wholesome programs which the whole 

family can enjoy and which leave a clean taste afterward." 


For the 2-hour-long interview, Madame Y‘ has never forgotten to smile. She 
is gentle and warm surprisingly so for a military wife.

IMPORTANCE OF FAMILY VLONNECTIONS IN BUSINESS SHOWN 
Seoul WOLGAN CPOSON in Korean Sep 80 pp 270-285

[Text] Many areas have changed during the 30-some years since liberation in 1945 
and establishment of the government in 1948; representative of these is the world 
of business. 


Intending to establish enterprises, many people rushed into business, all with 
their eyes fixed on the peak of the business world. As a result, today's giant 
enterprises have come into being, including some world-scale enterprises. 


However, the natural law of time applies even to those founders who transformed 
themselves by will and determination; thus in the 1970's the winds of genera- 
tional change began to blow throughout the Korean business world. 


The generational change boom in the business world, which started on 31 December 
1969 with the death of Ku In-hoe, founder of the Lucky group, intensified during 
the last half of the 1970's and reached a climax last year. 


First, the second generation of the Samsong group, Yi Kon-hui, became vice 
chairman in preparation to assume the management, while presidents Yi Chun-yong 
of Taerim Industries and Kim Chung-won of Han 11 Textiles carried out actual 
changes of generation. 


Here we can see that the major tie that moves the Korean business world is formed 
along bloodlines. 


Whenever they had a chance, the founders always argued for the separation of 
ownership and management, clearly stating their intention to entrust their com- 
panies to capable entrepreneurs. 


Yet, perhaps because these founders can see no capable managers beyond their sons, 
they are all passing management rights on to the second generation. 


Of course, there is the exception case of Mr Yu Il-han of Yuhan Yanghaeng, who 
not only opened up management but even made ownership stock open to the public. 
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However, Yuhan Yanghaeng is the only such case. Tongyang Cement, where there 
ig no son, has entrusted management to a son-in-law (General Manager Hyon Chae- 
hyon), while such companies as Kukche Trading, Paekhwa, and Chillo, where the 
second generation is not yet ready, have entrusted management to sons-in-law or 
nephews, suggesting that the saying that blood is thicker than water is held as 
a golden rule in the world of business. 


Second among blood relations, after the second generation, are the founders’ 
brothers and sons-in-law. 


Hyundai, Hanjin, Lucky, Kumho, Lotte, Samhwan, Chillo, Son'gyong, Kaedong Indus- 
tries, and Kabul can be counted among the representative cases in which brothers 
have carried on. 


An area of interest along with the rise of the second generation is that of the 
magnates’ sons-in-law. 


In our country, the [company whose] magnate has the most daughters is the Kukche 
Trading Company; all six of the sons-in-law have a share of the group. Even 

Mr Yi Pyong-ch'ol of Samsong, who said that he would cut even his son off if the 
son were not capable, may have treated his sons-in-law unusually well, for at one 
time he had four sons-in-law working with him. 


This tendency is similar to that of other giant enterprises. 


There is an old saying, “If you have only three measures of unhulled barley, do 
not live off your wife's family." However, this kind of teaching from the 
ancients is fading today, when capitalism has changed the economic order and 
the thinking is dominant that money is everything. 


The somewhat sarcastic joke among government officials that there is no high- 
ranking official of the central government whose wife does not come from a 
wealthy family, and the trend among young legal and administrative officials 
to try to find wives from wealthy families, proves this. 


Second to bloodlines in the business world is the question of regional ties. 


For our business world, whose history is no more than 30 years long, it was only 
natural that one would join hands with those close by when starting a business. 


Therefore, it was common for people from the founder's | ometown to enter the 
business, and it is obvious that the human connection was formed by such 
people With the growth of large-scale enterprises and the institution of the 
public bond system, however, regional ties have been gradually losing out. 


Another feature of our business world's human connections is the question of 
school ties. 


This has become even more prominent in the 1970's with the development of large- 
scale enterprises and the search for talent via both open hiring and special 
hiring. 
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It is well known that Taeu's Kim U-chung, who created the nyth of Korean mag- 
nates, mustered the strength of his Kyonggi schoolmates, ar’ the second genera- 
tion's bringing in of schoolmates to form the central strength of management in 
the generational change process is a good example. 


The fifth-generation head of Germany's world-scale Krupp group judged that his 
son did not have the ability to assume management, and so he opened up the 
property to the public and closed the family door. 


The America. Dupont family has a tradition whereby only the smartest of the 
second generation participates in management, with the remaining siblings having 
to be satisfied with being stockholders. 


This is not to say that only that method is right, since our country is neither 
Germany nor America. But it is the hope that, inasmuch as these new company 
presidents are not those who endured hardship but were rather born to the posi- 
tion, they will have to do even better. 


Looking at it this way, we can see that our business world has formed its human 
connections primarily around bloodlines, with regional and school ties also inter- 
twined. 


Let us take a look at the Samsong group, recognized in the business world as the 

Samsong talent school. Under the conviction that "the enterprise is its people,” 
Mr Yi Pyong-ch'ol, who carried out the first open hiring in our country in 1957, 

emphasizes that the greatest contribution an entrepreneur can make to society is 

the fostering of talent. 


At Samsong, the only ones to catch the eye are the third son, Kon-hui, as group 
vice chairman; the youngest son-in-law, Chong Chae-un, as managing director of 
Samsong Electronics (the oldest son-in-law, Mr Cho Un-hae, is administrator of 
Koryo Hospital); and Mr Yi Un-t'aek (the chairman's brother-in-law) as president 
of Samsong Shipyards. There are no other noteworthy relatives. In the light 

of Korea's situation, where even so-so middle-size enterprises are full of sons, 
sons-in-law, brochers, and relatives, Samsong can be evaluated as a company which 
works centered around talent. 


The Samsong group now has 220 directors. Over 105 of these were chosen in open 
hiring, and the rest were chosen in special hiring. 


The large number of special hiring personnel is interpreted as a result of 
Samsong's recent concentrated investment in shipbuilding, heavy industry, con- 
struction, petrochemicals, engineering, and electronic communications, which 
caused them to put more emphasis on recruiting superior talent rather than 
training. 


Samsong expects to maintain its half-and-half ratio between open and special 
hiring. This [decision] is based on Samsong's personnel policy of combining 
Samsong's spir.< with external professional knowledge in order to achieve out- 
standing management. 
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However, the main strength of Samsong's management comes from those employed in 
the first open hiring of March 1957. 


There were 23 who were hired at that time; those remaining include Song Se-ch'ang 
(president, Samsong Products), Pak T'ae-so (president, Chongju Paper), Son Yong- 
hui (vice president and representative director, Sinsegye), Yi Hyon-sang (general 
director, Samsong Electronic Parts) aud Chong Ui-sok (managing director, Samsong 
Electronics). P 


Sin Hun-ch'ol, president of Samsong Petrochemicals, and Paek Hak-ki, representa- 
tive director and vice president of Cheil Textiles, are distinguished from the 
firsc open hiring as being persons hired in the 1956 documentary screening. 


Next, some of those hired in the second open hiring of March 1959 are President 
An Sung-hwi of Samsong Heavy Industries, President Yi Man-u of Cheil Planning, 
General Manager Yi Tu-sok of Tongbang Life Insurance, Managing Director Yi Kil-ho 
of Chonju Paper, Managing Director Ch'oe Chong-won of Samsong Products, and 
Managing Director Pang Se-ho of Cheil Sugar. 


Managing Director Kim Yon-su of Samsong Heavy Industries and two others of the 
third hiring in 1960 have become directors, while 11 men from the fourth hiring 
in 1963, including Sin Se-kil (managing director, Samsong Products) and Yi Song~ 
ung (general director, Cheil Woolen) have become directors, surging past those 
who entered the company ahead of them. 


Also, President Kyong Chu-hyon of Cheil Sugar and General Manager An Si-hwan of 
Samsong Precision from the fifth hiring and President Yi Su-pin of Cheil Woolen 
have repeatedly advanced at Samsong, which is notcrious for difficulty in getting 
promotions. They are counted, along with Song San.:-mo (first hiring), who has 
moved to become president of International Trading, as the top students of the 
Samsong talent school. 


However, even though President Kang Chin-ku of Samsong Electronics and Ko Saig- 
kyom, president of Tongbang Life Insurance, came in under special hiring rather 
than open hiring, they are considered to be capable managers deeply rooted in 
Sams ong. 


The special characteristics of professional managers are prominent even in the 
human connections of Hyundai's management, whose framework is composed of Chong 
Yong-chu's brothers and second generation. 





In a presentation recently given at Academy House, Chong Yong-chu stated that 

Yi Ch'un-nim of Hyundai Heavy Industries was a managing director at the time of 
the founding of Hyundai Construction, and that Chong Se-yong has been a general 
director while devoting himself solely to the automobile industry, so that both 
these men are professional managers. Also, President Yi Myong-pak of Hyundai 
Construction came up from the ranks after entering the company in the 1965 open 
hiring. Furthermorn , according to Chong Yong-chu, although President Chong Hui- 
yong of the Hyundai General Trading Company is a son-in-law, he was employed in 
the 1965 open hiring and was made president because he is capable. 
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in fact, we Must admit that there is no reason for Chong Yong-chu to make an 
exception for his son-in-law when none of his eight children have been given 
charge of any main enterprises. 


The Hyundai group does indeed have an aversion to hiring in-laws or relatives. 


Of course, among the brothers, Chong Se-yong (president, Hyundai Automobile), 
Chong Sun-yong (president, Hyundai Cement) and Chong Sang-yong (president, 
Koryo Chemicals) are all involved in business, but in consideration of the 
scale of the group, it ia difficult to find any other relatives or in-laws. 


All that can be found are Chairman Chong's brother-in-law Kim Yong-chu, who is 
president of Hyundai Engines, and his son Kim Yun-su, who is president of 
Hyundai Purenji. 


Considering that the eldest son of the second generation, Mong-p'il, has never 
held a post, and that the three youngest sons (Mong-chun, Mong-yun, Mong-i1) 
are being intensively trained, it seems likely that the eldest son will not be 
designated successor. 


Chong Chu-yong, who has always said that college graduates are useful in their 
own way and that elementary echool graduates, too, are useful in their own way, 
likes precedent-setting personnel. 


Good examples of this are Yi Myong-pak, who won recognition at a Thailand con- 
etruction site, and Chong Hui-yong, who displayed his talent in shipbuilding; 
both of them became presidents of major enterprises later on. 


In addition to Yi Myong-pak and Chong Hui-yong, Um Yong-ki (Kyongil Yot'u), 
Kim Tong-yun (Hyundai Pipe), and Chi Chu-hyon (Hyundai Heavy Electric) are all 
company presidents who were employed in open hiring. 


Among those brought in from the outside, Chong Mun-to (president, Hyondai 
Wheels) and Chang U-su (aluminum president) assist the chairman. Engineering 
school graduates and former Construction Ministry employees form the mainstream. 


The Lucky group, led by the Ku family and the Ho family, has its management 
centered on the clan. 


Dry goods merchant Ku In-hoe and wealthy landlord Ho Man-chong have led the 
Lucky group with deep friendship, as seen in the eight marriages between their 
families since the daye of Sungsan village in Chinyang County, South Kyongsang 
Province. 


Founder Ku In-hoe's eix brothers and such sembers of the six-son and four- 
daughter second generation as Ku Cha-kyong have participated in management, 
supporting the prospering family fortunes. 


Also, in contrast to other enterprises where only the immediate descendants 
of the founders are included in management, nearly all of the children of the 
founder's brothers are in the Lucky company, offering a clear picture of an 
enterprise centered on bloodlines. 
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Ae for the fortunes of the to family, Ho Man-chong's third son Chun<ku 
(president, Kumsong Electric Wire) and fourth son Chin-ku (president, the 
Kumsong Company) are in charge of main enterprises. 


Also, Ho Chong-ku's second son Tong-eu is working as the director of Honam 
Refinery; Ho Chun-ku's children Ch'ang-eu and Chongeu are vice-president of 
Pando Trading Company and section chief of Kumsong Company, respectively; and 
Ho Sung-cho ie working as « Pando section chief. However, compared to the 
stock they hold, the Hos don't seem to occupy many positions. 


Although Lucky brings up ite people according to the founder's ideal that 
people are wealth, advancement is difficult because of the conservative char- 
acter of the company, which does not pressure people into resigning. 


Recently, however, advancement has speeded up, and directors in their late 
thirties and early forties have appeared. 


In spite of Lucky's family management, the company has produced many profes- 
sional managers such as Pak Sung-ch'an (who died in a traffic accident in 1979), 
Yun Uk-hyon (president, Kumsong Kyejon), Mun Pak (president, Pando Trading), 
and Ch'a Yu-pae (president, Kumsong Electric), while men such as Nam Sang-mu 

of the first open hiring have risen as high as executive director of Lucky. 


it is said that the warm family atmosphere of Lucky has made it possible to 
produce such a manager as Pak Sung-ch'an, who vas considered Korea's top pro- 
fessional manager, showing his vigorous managerial skill while openly joking 
that he could not work between the pestering of Ku and Ho. 


The Taeu group, established in March 1967, has formed its human connections 
with Kyonggi High School schoolmates, centered around Kim U-chang (52nd gradu- 
ating class). 


The only relatives in the enterprise are the founder's older brother, Kim Tok- 
chung (president, Taeu Industries), and his younger brother, Kim Song-chung 
(director, Taeu Heavy Industries). The second generation is still too young. 


Members of the 54th graduating class form the largest group of Kyonggi gradu- 
ates, but among Kim U-chung's classmates we find Yi U-pok (vice president, 

Taeu Industries), Yong Song-pu (vice president, Taeu Development), Ch'oe Kyu- 
ch'ol, and Yi Sok-yong, with only Yi Sok-yong, who had been in charge of Taeu 
Electronics, having left the group. Also, Yi Sok-hui (chairman, Saehan Auto- 
mobile) and So Yong-ch'ol (president, Taeu Development), who are well known 
outside as name managers, are from Kyonggi's 48th graduating class, while Yi 
Kyong-hun (vice president, Taeu Development) and Kim Yong-won, who is now study- 
ing at Harvard University, are from the Sist graduating class. All of these men 
are Kim U-chung's senior schoolmates. 


There is a rumor in the business world that because of Kim U-chung's active 
personality, there is really only one (top) person at Taeu, all the others 
having coequal second status, but Taeu does have men of talent. The main 
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figures are Yi U-pok, Yun Yong-so (54th clase, president, Taeu Heavy Industries), 
and Pak Se-yong (54th class, managing director, Taeu Industries) who left Han- 
song Industries with Kim U-chung to etart Taeu. These three, along with Yi Sok- 
hui and Cho Tongechae (»resident, Pusan Plant, Taeu Industries), are known a. 
the five founders, and regardless of their rank, there ie no doubt that they are 
the moat talented, 


With so many schoolmates, Kim U-chung enjoys treating those who graduated before 
him politely as elder brothers, while speaking bluntly to those who graduated 
after him, even in directors’ meetings. 


In addition to Kyonggi, the president of Paris Cosmetics, Cho Chung-min, is a 
Yonsei University clasemate oi: Kim U-chung, while President Hong In-ki of Taeu 
Shipbuilding and Ch'oe Myong-hyu (executive director, Taeu Enterprise) are grad- 
wates of Seoul High School. Also, there are some products of the banking world 
from the Bank of Korea and the Industrial Bank, as well as some overseas Ph.D.'s, 
but these are instgnificant apart from the Kyonggi connection. 


However, the Taeu Group was 13 years old this year, and products of the Taeu In- 
dustries' open hiring are gradually forming a mainstream. Thus, some people 
think, perhaps prematurely, that in several years a new non-Kyonggi human con- 
nection will dominate this group. 


The Kukche Trading Company, which became a great enterprise through the export 
of footwear, has all the husbands of the six married daughters out of a total of 
ll, working for the company, since the male second generation (actually third 
generation) Hui-won (senior, Yonsei University), Hui-chae (sophomore, Hanyang 
University) and Chun<-ho (freshman, Hanyang University) are all too young. The 
Oldest son-in-law, Han Yun-ku, is in New York for a long-term stay as a top 

vice president of Xukche Trading; the second son-in-law, Yi Tae-hwang, is presi- 
dent of Kubche Commercial Shipping; the third, Kim Chong-hyong, is president of 
Kukche Paper; the fourth, ¥ m Chu-yong, is vice president of .ukche General 
Machinery; the fifth, Kim Tok-yong, is vice president of Kukche General Construc- 
tion; and the sixth, Chong Kun, is head of Kukche Tradiug's Singapore branch. 
Chairman Yang Chong-mo of Kukche Trading, which is known as the "Golden Age” of 
sons-tn-law, is using @ plan of choosing his sons-in-law by arranged marriage, 
bringing them into the company, giving them special promotions, and placing them 
in vital positions. 


However, the main company, Kukche Trading Company, has been entrusted to Son- 
Sang-mo, while the scouting of such professional managers as Chong Chae-tok 
(president, Kukche General Construction), Mun Sang-t'aek (president, Kukche 
General Machinery), Chong Sung-ik (president, Kukche Combined Steel) and 

Han Pyong-il (executive director, Kukche Trading) has not been neglected. 


In particular, Executive Director Yi Ch'un-m was brought over from Taehan Lye 
as a department head, but was given recognition for his ability and selected as 
an executive director in his 30's, showing that Kukche is emphasizing the devel- 
opment of talent. 
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The founder of the Hyosong group, Cho Hong-che, has a very high regard for talent, 
perhaps because he wae a partner with Yi Pyong-ch'ol of Samsong for 5 yeare 
(Samaong Products. Although the second generation, Cho Song-nae, is a Kyonggi 
graduate, little importance ie attached to school or regional connections. Since 
the chuch'ong of 1979, the group has gone in heavily for men brought up within 
the company while etructuring the set-up for direct control by the second genera- 
tion; some of those selected in Tongyang Nylon's firet open hiring have risen to 
directorships, and men from Tongyang Nylon have formed the main human connection. 


Cho Song-nae leads the group, along with President Yi Ch'ung-son of Hyonsong 
Products, President Pae Ki-un of Tongyang Nylon, and President Yi Yong-ch'ol 
of jae-song Lumber. 


As epecial teatures, we can point to the fact that there sre many men from Sanho, 
and that the second generation Cho Yang-nae and his Kyonggi classmates, Vice 
President Song Chae-tal of Tongyang Nylon and Executive Director Hong Song-pom 
of Tongyang Nylon, all hold important positions. 


As 4 result of founder Kim Song-kap's activities in the political world since 
the 1960's, the Ssangyong group has established a tradition of producing many * 
professional managers. Such men as Sin Hyon<-ho, who recently held the post of 
prime minister, Hong Chae-son, Chin Pong-hyon, Yi Ch'ung-son, and Kim Chong-tae 
are all managers who once worked for Ssangyong. 


The tradition continues with Wu Yong-hae (president, Ssangyong) and Ch'oe Mun-ki 
(executive director, Ssangyong). 


Kim Sok-w on of the second generation said that he will maintain the attitude of 
one who is learning until he is 35. However, since he is now over that age, we 
will have to wait and see. 


Perhaps due to his aggressive character, founder Kim Song-kap has chosen his 
talent without regard to geographical origin, except at the time of founding. 


We can see this easily in h‘s sons-in-law: the oldest, Cho Hae-hyong (presidenc, 
Ssangyong Paper) is from Hamgyong Province, while the second, Yi Sung-won 
(president, Ssangyong Refinery) is from Cholla Province. 


With the completion in September 1979 of its expansion, Hanil Tex:ile has 
apparently abandoned its efforts to become a general trading company and is 
occupied with puttin, its house in order. 


With the generation changeover in 1979, the second generation is holding the 
important management posts. 


Both sons-in-law are also working in the group (Yi Chae-u, president of Puguk 
Securities, and Ku Yong-hun, managing director of Hanil Textile), while such 
founding members as Vice President Yi Ch'ang-hyong and Vice President Kim Yong- 
sok also have seats. 
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However, all agree that the real ability lies in Pyon Ch'ol-kyu, executive 
director of HWanil Textile and matrilineal cousin of the founder, 


Tonga Conetruction, which has been growing rapidly through its Middle Eastern 
operations, has 4 management set-up which is completely second generation. 


The oldest son, Chairman of the Board Ch'oe Won-sok, is quite popular in the 
Middle East for his positive personality, while his brother Won-yong who is 
quiet and intelligent, keeps the house in order. 


Althoug) . °re are some relatives, they are rarely seen in important poste. 
Since the founder's hometown is Taejon, there are many people from Ch'ungch'ong 
Province forming the feature of the group's human connections. 


Taehan Electric Wire is noteworthy for the fact that the oldest son, Sol Won-sik, 
took over Taehan Weaving and branched out some time ago, while the third son, 

Sol Won-yang, took over the main company. Although there are relatives such as 
Min Ki-tok, president of Taehan Sugar (uncle of Chairman Sol) and Managing Direc- 
tor Yu In=ho of Kwangop Refinery (uncle of Chairman Sol), such main companies as 
Taehan Electric Wire (Ch'oe Hyong-kyu), Kwangjin Electronics (Kim Kye-chin), 
Taehan Engineering (Mun Yong-hoe), Taehan General Construction (Min Pae-kun), 

and Taehan Condenser (Cho Chae-ki) have been entrusted to professional managers 
trained by the founder. 


Business circles view the strength of Taehan Electric Wire, in the midst of the 
severe managerial difficulties of the depressed electronics industry, as being 
due to the fact that the second generation surrounded itself with and received 
help from founding members. The Kyonggi classmates of Chairman Sol (57th 
graduating clase) form a strong human connection at Taehan Electric Wire. Exe- 
cutive Director Kim Won-kil, a high school and college classmate (College of 
Commerce, Seoul National University) of Chairman Sol, is 4 manager whose rela- 
tionship with Sol is closer than that of blood, while such classmates as direc- 
tors Yi Ch'ong-yong and Kim Yong-u of Taehan Electric wire and Director Yi Ki- 
son of Taehan Genere! Construction form the nucleus of schoolmate strength. 


Schoolmate relationships can also be seen clearly at Chongbang. Chongbang 
President Kim Ch'ang-song has employed his Kyonggi clasemates Yi Tae-won and 
Kim Kye-chin as Chonbang managing directors and Kim Ong-nyon as president of 
one of his subsidiaries, Saehan Mutual Credit. 


Hanjin, the group characteristic of sibling enterprises, is being led amicably 
onward t, the founder's brothers (President Cho Chung-yol of Hanil Securities, 
President Cho Chung-kon of Hanil Development, and Vice President Cho Chung-sik 
of Hanil Develoj rent) and his brothers-in-law (President Kim Hyong-pae of Han- 
jin and Vice President Kim Kon-pae of Hanjin). In the early 1970's, there was 
talk of dissolution of Hanjin and of trouble between the brothers. Hanjin is 
now past those difficulties, however, and the second generation is now partici- 
pating in management; we will have to wait and see if they do as well as Lucky 
with their change of generations. 
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it is only natural that they have many Air Force products because of the KAL 
connection. 


The Lotte group, which aleo has @any brothera, now has only Sia Kvakeho'a Ain 
Chun-ho (39; president, group management main office) working in the group. 
Ch'ol-ho (57) left following a difference of opinion; Ch'un-ho (48) branched out 
with Nongeim; and Son-ho (45) manages the Sansasu Food Company in Japan. 


By contrast, Sin Kyok-ho is using his brothers-in-law Ch'oe Hyon-yol (president, 
Lotte Industries) and Kim Ki-pyong (president, Lotte Tourist), while employing 
such professional managers as Yu Ch'ang-sun (former deputy prime minister, and 
now president of Lotte Confections) and Yi Nak-son (former minister of commerce 
and industry, now chairman of the group management main office). 


Lately, with the stirring of such sibling enterprises as Kabul Spinning, sibling 
enterprises have formed a main current of our business world. Many problems have 
surfaced in the process of changing over to the second generation, however, so 
that it is something to keep an eye on. 


The Kumho group, known as 4 solid cian management organization, has entrusted the 
management of such main enterprises as Kumho Industries and Hanguk Synthetic 
Rubber to the second generation, while accomplishing the branching out of Kumho 
Tires under cousins, changing the name to Samyang Tires. 


The geographical relations of this group can be seen in the fact that many grad- 
vates of the Kwangju Cheil High School are in important positions. 


With the death of founder Ch'oe Chin-kon, his brother Ch'oe Chin-hyon has assumed 
the directorship of Songyong and is developing the company. 


However, the founder's children are working as managers, so no one can foresee 
the fucure direction of the group's management rights. 


This type of situation is clearly seen in partnership enterprises. 


A good example is that of Kim Hang-myong and Sin Kum-pong, who met in Ch'ongp-a- 
dong in 1947 and established T'aehwa Rubber. After turning their enterprise over 
to the second generation, they had to call in professional managers, and after some 
ups and downs they dissolved their partnership and separated completely. 


Haitai Confections is said to have broken our tradition of failure with part- 
nerships and has been studied in manageme:t graduate school as an example, but 
it remains to be seen what will happen now that the second generation has taken 
over. Haitai features a collective management system in which the children of 
the three founders each have one position. 


Paekhwa Distillery is managed by a nucleus of sons-in-law and children. A mat’ er 
of interest is the growing strength of Miwon, which came in through capital prr- 
ticipation in recent years. 


Miwon sent in Executive Director Chong Chae-hong; it is said that Chong, who has 
advanced to vice president, was sent in to wind the home company's affairs. 
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Thus our business world is suffering various pains with change, such as the 
changeover in generations and the forming of new human connections to adjust to 
the new order. 


However, following the death of Sammi founder Kim Tu-sik, his son Kum Hyon-ch'ol 
assumed the chairmanship, and his sons-in-law Yu Hon-sang and Cho Chong-kun 
assumed the Sammi and Yanguk General Special Steel presidencies, respectively, 
so that the group is going on without difficulty. 


Also, the cond generation is leading the Tusan group amicably, using founder 
members as chairmen (Chairman Chong Su-ch'ang of Tusan and Chairman Ch'oe In- 
ch'ol of OB Beer). Second-generation President Yi Chun-yong of Taerim Indus- 
tries and President Namgung Ho of the Shipbuilding Public Corporation are exam- 
examples that can be cited of successful generation changeovers. 


Among sibling enterprises, President Yu Ch'an-u and Managing Director Yu Yong-u 
of P'ungsan Metals are well known in the business world as a harmonious manage- 
ment combination. 


Up to this point we have taken a quick look at the management connections of 
major enterprises; however, one thing we cannot leave out of the formation of 
human connections in cartels is the marriages of the second generation. 


For matrimonial relationships, we must first look at the Lucky family, which 
has many siblings. Founder Ku In-hoe's second son Cha-sung is married to Hong 
Chae'son's daughter, and his third son Cha'hak to Samsong Yi Pyong-ch'ol's 
daughter. 


Also Ku In-hoe has four sons-in-law Yi Chae-yon (president of Lucky Continental 
Carbon and younger brother of Yi Chae-jun of Taerim Industries) and Yi Chae-won 
(president of Haech'ang “aritime Products and son of Yi Po-hyong). The first 
daughter-in-law of the current chairman, Ku Cha-gyong, is the daughter of Kim 
T'ae-tong (president, the Naeoe Kyongje) and his son-in-law Kim Hwa-chung is 
Kim Yong-won's nephew. 





In his Yonhwa (Ku In-hoe's pen name) Anecdotes, Kim Yong-won recalls: ‘About a 
year before he died, Yonhwa asked me to find a marriage partner for his grand- 
daughter. I think he had the fourth son, Hui-chung, of my fourth brother (Kim 
Yong-kwan) in mind when he spoke to me. That is how thorouchly he handled 
everything.” 


The family with the most prominent marriage connections, however, is the K'orong 
family. Founder Yi Man-won's youngest son is married to Kim Chong-p'il's 
daughter, and his youngest son-in-law is Ho Yong-in, the secon! son of Ch'ang- 
song of Samnip Foods. 


Also, his youngest brother, Won-ch'on, who branched out to form the Wonjin 
group, married his first daughter into the Hanguk Silk family, and his second 
son, Tong-hui, is married to Chong Il-kwon's daughter. 
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The Samsong group does not seem to be an exception. The oldest son, Maeng-hui, 
is the son-in-law of Song Yong-ki, the former president, now deceased, of Anguk 
Ineurance, while the third son, Kon-hui, is the son-in-law of President Hong 
Chin-ki of CHUNGANG ILBO, 


The Kukche Trading Company, famous in business circles for its many daughters, 
has matrimonial relationships with Yi T'ae-hui (former public prosecutor) and 
Kim Song-hwan (former president of the Bank of Korea). 


The deceased Sol Kyong-tong of Taehan Electric Wire saw his oldest son, Won-sik, 
marry the daughter of Im Song-pon (former Industrial Bank president); his second 
son, Won-ch'ol, marry the daughter of the ambassador to the United States, Kim 
Yong-sik; and his third son, Won-yang, marry the younger sister of Yang Chong-mo 
of Kukche Trading. 


Also, the youngest son is married to the daughter of Pak Yong-hak of Taenong, 
so they can boast of their splendid family power. 


Hyosong group founder Cho Hong-che's first son Song-nae is married to Song In- 
sang's daughter,and his second son, Yang-nae, is married to the daughter of 
senior Taejon lawyer Hong Kyong-sik. 


The third son, Ung-nae, is married to Kim Chong-dae's daughter. Song In-sang 
also has matrimonial ties with Sin Tok-kyun (chairman, Tongbang 011) and with 
Yi Pi-sok (chairman, Kukche Insurance), in addition to those with Cho Hong-che. 


Song and Kim Chong-tae are not great entrepreneurs, but perhaps because of 
their many daughters and their experience in officialdom and business they have 
many connections with cartel families. Lately they have become the topic of 
conversation by assuming the chairmanships of their sons-in-law's companies. 





The marriage of cartel children is also greatly influenced by the founders’ 
generational changeover and regional ties. 


The relationships of Kim Yong-won and An Chae-u (president, Japan Organic Chem- 
icals), Song Sang-yong and Yi Tong-chun of Samsu Precision Instruments, Cho 
Hong-che and Ho Chong-ku of Samyang Shipping, and Kim In-tuk of the Pyoksan 
group and Kim Su-kun of Taesong Industries are those of close friends. 


Pak In-pu of the Kumho group took Im Ch'ang-uk, son of Im Tae-hong of Miwon, 
as his third son-in-law, and he also has matrimonial ties with Pak Pyong-kyu 
of Haitai. This is seen as being because they all share the same hometown. 


Pak In-pu has shown particular attention to his third son-in-law, having Yi 
Chong-hwan take him along on his visits in the world of politics and banking 
circles. 


In addition, Chang Pyong-ch'an of Ich'on Electric Machinery is the son-in-law 
of Hwasin's Pak Hung-sik, while Kim Chong-hui of Hanguk Gunpowder has matri- 
monial ties with Yi Hu-rak. 
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It is well known that Chon T'aek-po of the Ch'onu Company and Pak Hung-sik of 
Hwasin are in-laws, and Sim Hyon'tae's (president, Tongahe Shipping) son is 
married to Kim Chong-nak's daughter. 


Also, Yi Pi-sok and Won Yong-sok, Kim Yong-chu and 0 Wi-yong are in-laws. There 
is no limit to these kinds of family ties in the world of business. 


However, to say cartel does not aways mean marriage with prominent families. 


Chong Yony “hu of the Hyundai group, who is well known for his informal persoa- 
ality, has marriage views which are based on the individual person. 


Chong chooses his daughters-in-law more on the basis of character and looks than 
on family. 


Therefore, Chong has not established any matrimonial ties with proud families, 
although he made an exception by marrying his sixth son (Mong-jun) to Kim Tong- 
cho's daughter in July of last year. 


Chong also did not pick from among cartel families for a match for his only 
daughter, but chose from among his emplovees. 


Chong invited 10 sharp and promising young men to his home to eat and relax 
while the family chose the prospective son-in-law. 


The young man chosen was Chong Hui-yong, now president of Hyundai General 
Trading. Chong even now brags that he was able to choose such a bright son-in- 
law by doing it that way. 


Kim Chung-won of Hanil Textile married the daughter of a doctor, and so did 
Ch'oe Yong-chung of Hanguk G_ass. 


At the same time, Taenong second-generation Pak Yong-il and Tonga Construction 
Chairman Ch'oe Won-sok both married entertainers and are considered to have been 
brave for the sake of love. 


Even though he is the oldest son, Pak Song-yong of the Kumho group married an 
American woman he met while studying in the United States, while Samsong second- 
generation Yi Ch'ang-hui married a Japanese woman, giving proof to the theory 
that love knows no national frontiers. 


Pak Tu-pyong of the Tusan group, who warned his oldest son Yong-kon as he left 
to study in the United States, “not to bring back a Western woman,” hurried his 
son's marriage when he returned as promised in 1960. 


There is a famous anecdote that when Pak had decided on Yi Ung-suk as a candi- 
date for his daughter-in-law (Yi was a graduate student at Ewha Woman's Univer- 
sity at the time), in order to check on her he went one morning to Pomun-dong 
alley, where her home was at the time, waited for her to come out, followed her 
to where she got on the bus, and then followed the bus in his jeep all the way 
to the fourth block of Chongno. 


Whether it is because of the second generation's overseas studies or not, we 
can easily find cases of marriage overseas. 
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Chairman Ch'oe Chin-hyon of Songyong "acried for love after finishing his stu- 
dies at the University of Wisconsin i. the United States. Chong-nan, the oldest 
daughter of Kim Song-kap of Ssangyong, graduated from the University of 
Oklahoma and New York University graduai. school and married Cho Hae-hyong, 

an MIT graduate. 


His second daughter, Son-chong, majored in music at the University of South 
Carolina; she married her schoolmate Yi Sung-won in the United States. 


Vice President Kim Yong-il of Kyongin Energy married a coed (the younger sis- 
ter of President Kim Chong-hui of Hanguk Gunpowder) whom he met while studying 
at the University of California. 


Kim Chi-t'ae of Hanguk Silk, who asserts that children may love freely but must 
tollow their parents’ wishes in marriage, says that since his oldest son Yong- 
ku married his Ehwa graduate wife, family affairs have gone well, and so he 
chose Ehwa graduates in turn for his other sons Yong-u and Yong-chin. 


The Yongp'ung Trading family is noted for having an Ewha May Queen for a 
daughter-in-law. 





Thus we can say that Ewha graduates are popular as cartel family daughters- 
in-law. Unlike the present situation, however, it was easy a few years ago for 
graduates of Kyonggi Girls High School and Ewha Girls High School to find class- 
mates among cartel family daughters-in-law. 


Thus, the search for daughters-in-law and sons-in-law by cartel families with 
children of marriageable age far exceeds the general expectation. It is even 
said that managers and employees of groups with large second generations have 
taken over the work of selection and that there are many matchmakers among them. 


Executive Director Yun T'ae-yop of Chon'gyong-yon receives many requests as a 
living witness of the business world and is known as a person who has done much 
matchmaking. 


Also, there are women's college professors who have considerable influence on 
cartel marriages. 


However, it does not seem that cartel marriages are necessarily smooth. 


It is well known that Samsong and Lucky, who at one time were so close as to 
enter matrimonial ties, ignored each other from the time of the beginning of 
the electronics battle until the death of Ku In-hoe, and that the relationship 
between Ch'oe Chun-mun of Tonga Construction and the politician Sin To-hwan was 
broken because of their children. 


Also, Mr L, who had been a high-ranking official, entered his son-in-law's 
group's company but had to leave when his daughter obtained a divorce. Those 
around him all said that it was a sad situation. 

However, there is no doubt that Korea's cartels are forging matrimonial bonds, 
entwining them like squash vines while forming a new upper-ciass society.

DEVELOPMENT OF IRRIGATION SYSTEM REVIEWED

(Text) Pyongyang November 19 (KCNA)--Korea's agriculture has registered a 
high rate of growth in annual production on the solid material and technical 
foundation thanks to the wise guidance of the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song. 


In Korea irrigation has been completed in paddy fields and in the main in non- 
paddy fields. 


As a result, a perfect and most developed irrigation system has been set up 

to protect crops from any long spell of drought and downpours. The irrigation 
was completed already during the 7-year plan period. In the past 6-year plan 
period (1971-1976) the total water storage capacity grew 1.5 times with che 
construction of 117 new reservoirs including the Lake Unpa-ho, the biggest 
one for irrigation in our country, and the water pumping capacity increased

400,000 hectares of non-paddy fields were brought under irrigation. 


Our country is covered with dense irrigation networks with over 1,500 reser- 
voirs including the Lake Yonpung-ho of the Pyongnam irrigation setups teeding 
100,000 hectares of fields with water and numerous pumping stations and water 
channels whose total length is enough to go round the earth. A circling system 
linking reservoir with reservoir and river with river has been established 

and an irrigation network has both the irrigation and drainage systems. 








The rural electrification has long been completed. The proportion of electricity 


used in agriculture in the power production of the country and the amount of 
power supply per hectare of arable land have reached a very high level. In 
1974 electricity supplied to the countryside amounted to 1,600 million kwh. 
Electricity is used as motive force in thrashing, feed processing, pumping 
and other work and as heat source in different branches including poultry 
raising. 


The mechanisation and chemicalisation of agriculture are nearing completion. 
Last year there were seven tractors per 100 hectares of cultivated land in 
the plain area and six in the intermediate and mountain areas, and 1.5 tons 
of chemical fertilizer were applied to each hectare of fields, and weeding was 
done by chemical means in 97 per cent of the total rice fields. 
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Not only the task of the rural technical revolution was successfully carried 
but also the advanced farming method and latest successes of science were 
extensively introduced in agricultural production. 





The principles of planting the right crop on the right soil, and at the right 
time have been followed in farming and a radical improvement has been brought 
about in all farm work, such as nursing and transplanting rice seedlings, 
setting the number of clusters per pyong (one pyong is 6 feet square) and of 
plants per cluster, applying humus soil and chemical fertilizers, tending soil, 
controlling water and so on. 


With the consolidation of material and technical foundations of agricultural 
production and the implementation of the chuche-based farming method, our 
agricultural production has rapidly increased year after year despite the 
abnormal weather conditions under the influence of the cold front.

[Text] Not long ago a very moving incident took place on the banks of the 
Taedong River. Japanese residents in our country rescued a little boy who 
had fallen irto the river and was in danger. 


This beautiful story biossoming on the banks of the Taedong River has further 
strengthened the friendship of the peoples of the two neighboring nations, 
Korea and Japan. 


It was about 1500 hours on the afternoon of 17 August. A /-year-old boy, 
Ch'oe Kum-ch'ol, who lives in Chungsongdong, Chung-gu, Pyongyang, went out 
to the Taedong River promanade with his brother, Ch'oe Chong-ch'ol, who 
attends a people's school. 


The boy, Ch'oe Kum-ch'ol, growing up happily in the bosom of the great leader, 
had just finished the kindergarten this year and entered a people's school. 


About to take the first step inside the wide flowery gate of learning, he had 
gone to Somun People’s School, only the previous day preliminary to the 

formal opening of sc',ool, holding his mother's hand, and had come home embrac- 
ing a book bag, textbooks, and school supplies the government had provided, 

so overjoyed at becoming a student that he did not know what to do. 


it was during the high tide and the water level of the Taedong River had risen 
high. 


The brothers played merrily, chasing dragonflies on the grass by the river. 
Time passed and in the excitement of chasing dragonflies, the brothers 
separated from each other. 


It was during this time, 


Running after the dragonfly he caught and then lost, he stumbled and fell 
into the river below the concrete wall of the Taedong River. 
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Although he fell at the edge of the river, the water was a good deal deeper 
than the boy's height because the high tide had increased the water volume 
tremendously. 


Ch'oe Kum-ch'ol cried "Elder brother!" at the moment he fell into the Taedong 
River, but his elder brother, still young himself, had disappeared somewhere, 
running after dre oaflies. Nor were there any people near the scene to hear 

the cry. 


The boy. submerged in the water, now barely bobbed up to the surface, and cried, 
with ali |... might, "Mommy!" 


It was precisely at this moment when two foreigners strolling the neighborhood 
heard the cry. They did not know Korean well. But the single desperate cry 
coming from the river bank struck them with a presentiment of something 
unfertunate, and they rushed toward the river from which the voice came. 


It was learned later that the two were Japanese, Shigeru Shinohara and 
Michio Yakai, working for Hitachi in Tokyo. 


Shigeru Shinohara was about to relinquish the business to his successor and 
return to Japan, and Michio Yakai had just arrived in our country 2 days 
before to sguaceed him, Both were over 50 years old. 


After lunch they had gone to the Taedong River promanade for a stroll when 
they heard the child's cry. 


Arriving at the edge of the river, out of breath, they saw the boy Ch'oe Kim-ch'ol 
drowning in the water, exhausted and unable to come out. In an instant, the 
two Japanese plunged into the water without thinking, fully clothed. 


With both hands they fumbled about the bottom of the deep water, gulping down 
water, and finally succeeded to prop up the boy above the water together. 

But the concrete wall in front, more than 2 meters high, made it utterly 
impossible for them to lift the boy over to the sidewalk. 


Feeling that the boy's life could be saved only by lifting him over two the 
sidewalk and applying first aid, they firmly planted both feet upon the 
slippery river bed and hoisted the boy, but there was no way to toss him 
up on the sidewalk, 


Thus the two men struggled hard under the water, fearless of danger and fully 
clothed, to save our boy. 


It was at this moment when compatriot O Se-yong, a member of the delegation 
of the General Association of Koreans Residing in Japan visiting the father- 
land, happened to be strolling and saw what was happening. He rushed to them 
and lifted the boy from their hands. 


In this manner one of our boys, in danger of drowning in the river, was 
rescued unexpectedly by two Japanese technicians, Shigeru Shinohara and 
Michio Yakai, who happened to be staying in our country. 
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After receiving the first aid, Ch'oe Kum-ch'ol came to in a while. When they 
realized that the boy had not suffered any serious injuries, Shigeru Shinohara 
and Michio Yakai had a smile on their faces. It was a smile coming from the 
great joy of having rescued the life of a cute little Korean boy and having 
assured his bright future, although they, no longer young, had risked their 
own lives by jumping into the water. 


Whem compatriot 0 Se-yong repeatedly expressed gratitude for what they had 
done, they even blushed as if what they had done was an ordinary act. 


At the unexpected sight of their Japanese guests, thoroughly drenched and water 
stili dripping from their clothes, the hotel workers could not help wondering 
what had happened and tried to find out. But they smiled a bit, saying that 
nothing had happened, and went into their room, 


Meanwhile, compatriot O Se-yong took the Ch'oe Kum-ch'ol boy and his young 
elder brother, who arrived at the scene belatedly, to their home but their 
parents were not at home. 


So compatriot O Se-yong asked their relatives, who happened to be in the 
house, to take care of the boy and left. 


It was only later in the evening that Ch'oe Kum-ch'ol's family learned of 
what had happened earlier in the day.
